Bafil, April 1. The General Diet of the Cantons 
held at Baden broke up on Saturday laft, without 
concluding any thing, only taking the Affairs that 
were propus'd to them ed referendum, that is, refol- 
ving vo report them to their Principals. The De- 
puties of the Proteftint Cantons usd their beft En- 
deavours :o prevail with thofe of the Roman Cacho- 
licks to revoke their new Treaty of Alliance with 
the Milaneze ; but the latter would not hearkcn to 
them, and alledg’d thar the renewing of that Treacy 
was no Infraction of the Neutrality, nor of their 
perpetual Alliance with the Houfe of Auftria.
